A K. P Harmon died at $ o clock 


this morning at his residence on Weto- 
Eter street and In his passing a,\\ay CaJl- 
foraia lost one of her most Influential 
and honored citizens 
The summons 


was not unexpected, for ever since bis 
wiife died a year ago he had been In 
failing health and during the last four { 
or five months It became certain that j 
the end was not far away. During the | 


he rush to Spanish Bar where he again 
inebuntered good luck and amassed 
lulte a small fortune. 
Harmon was rifted with practical 
ores' ght. He did not place much stock 
n the belief so popular in those days 
bat the gold fields were Inexhaustible 
iiul even H tHsv were, he realized that 
t would only be a question of a short 
nne before the field would be crowded, 
le therefoie sagactottsly decided to turn 
ils attention to business, so he made a 
rip to New York avid bought a stock 
>f goods 
Returning to San Francisco 


ie opened a mercantile establishment. 
He seemed now to be on the high road 
o prosperity, but the unexpected hap- 
pened—o. fire came and swept away all 
le owned in the world Dr Merritt used 
o tell of this iuo'dent to Mr. Harmon's 
Me. The doctor had Just reached the 
oast In a small brig loaded with new- 
y-made hout* rmtttrial One of these 
louses he sold to Mr. Harmon, who on 
letting it up found that two pieces were 
Hissing Not.ce was given of the de- 
ficiency, but Just at that time along 
•ame the fire, the new house was dc- 
>troypd, as was nearly all thp rest of the 
own, ana £>r Merritt -was never called 
>n to make good the lost sections. 


Undaunted by this catastrophe, Mr. 


Harmon started up business again on 
he site of hN burned premises and 
hough he prospered fairly well, In the 
"all of iboo he removed to Sacramento 
ind opened a store there.

A li. P. Harmon was born at Scar- 


borough, Cumberland Countty, Maine, in . 
1S<!1, He was named after the Governor ' 
of that State and was educated in the ! 
common schools In early life he was a ! 
clerk In Portland, Maine, and from there . 
went to Georgia, where he served In a 
mercantile business Later on he re- 
turned to Portland and was there en- 
gaged In commerce for awihile. 


In 1818 he left the Bast for CelWCrnla, 


taking passage first to Chagres. At that 
time no through tickets were sold and 
the journey was a dangerous one. It 
did not frighten young Harmon, though, 
and on arrival at Ctoagrea he walked 
across the isthmus to Panama, where 
he remained six weeks and then took 
passage on the Oregon tor San Francis- 
co. As «n Idea of the discomforts of 
travel in those days it may be mention- 
ed that Mr. Harmon aod his compan- 
ions made the trip up the coast In a 
room Improvised out ot ttoe two forward 
deckboats. 


It was April, U4>, wtoeo Mr. Harmon 


finally landed in San Pranotaco. He did 
not tarry in tfcat settlement long, but 
»t an early opportunity took passasmpn 
a avail schooner for Sanramento, pay- 
tag ISO for"the priyilece of betas/ton 
•boatd* the. .boat. An oz^toam -waai now 
•Becnred apd Mr. Harmon and his fri«Od»

Yttylum He founded and presented to 
-he Staite University the 
handsome 


gymnasium which bears 
his name, 


'quipping It at a cost of $14,000. 


Into the channels of charity many 
housands of dollars of his wealth were 
>oured. He did much good in a quiet, 
inoBti ntatioua way and his beneficence 
will be mourned in many a home.

parsonages, whose value In tl8.M9.392 


The vote on the admission of women 


delegates to the General Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church stood 
JHB for and 3529 against. The over- 
whelming sentiment Mi favor of the 
proposition Is shown by these figures 
Eighteen votes more would ha\e been 
sufficient to make the three-fourths re- 
quisite to carry the measure. The ratio 
of the vote Is about the same aa the 
ration of work and labor In the diurch 
—seven women "holding- out faithful" 
to two men, especially In hard and dry 
times, when the sky Is brass and the 
earth is Iron. There can be no doubt 
about the result of another vote. 


Franca Wit* a New Cabinet. 


Acconttag to tike latest reports Presi- 


dent Faure has a new Cabinet which is 
qatte a* radical as the on* was wbtah 
has just retired. It ta not probable tfcat 
the present Chamber of Deputies would 
tolerate any other The majority of 
that body Is Intensely DeoaoeraUc, while 
a majority of the Senate leana strongly 
towards class tradition* Tte fight Is 
on, and probably will not end unltl 
the present parliament hi dissolved and 
a new election has filled the Chamber 
with new men 


The Senate has on several occasions 


passed a vote of want of confidence In 
the minority. But the Chamber has al- 
ways voted to sustain *he Governmen-, 
by a strong majority 
TJie retiring 


Cabinet did not BO out for lack of sup- 
port of the Chamber. Nor did it care 
anything; about the vote of a -want of 
confidence of the Senate What brought 
on the crisis iva* that the latter body 
refused to vote for sundry bills for sup- 
plies The two bouses came to a dead- 
lock. Th* Senate took that method of 
enforcing the accountability of the mi- 
nority to the tipper House 


The constitution of France Was been 


In existence for about twenty-one years. 
It provides for two houses not much un- 
like those constituting the British Par- 
liament. 
The Chamber became the 


popular branch of ttoe nattonul Legisla- 
ture. 
Ministerial reiiponatt>att.y was 


limited to the Chamber at least tn prac- 
tice. When that body refused to sup- 
port the minority there was nothing 
for *t to do but to resign Just as In the 
British Parliament, e. vote of waut of 
confidence by the House of Lords would 
have no effect on the ministry, so a 
vote of want of confidence on the part of 
the French Senate would furnish no 
occasion for the retirement of the min- 
istry. The British House of Lords has 
defeated measures of the ministry a 
great many times within the last few 
years. There were hot words, and 
threats to abolish the Lords as a legis- 
lative body. On one or more occasions 
Hie deadlock was broken by the ap- 
pointment of a sufficient number of 
new Lords to overcome the adveroe ma- 
jority in that body. 


The same threats In kind, are now 


made agndnst the French Senate. It la 
charged with the usurpation 
of th 


functions of government. 
The retire 


ment of one ministry and the appear 
anoe of another In Quick succession doe 
not brttig on much of a crisis tn Fra.nc 
Even Presidents retire before they hav 
served full terms But the Republ 
survives Every time there to a chang 
of ministry or a. President steps out o 
office, there Is a renewal of the old Bour 
ban prediction that the Republic Is a 
the point of dissolution. It survive* a 
these changes, and succeedting popular 
elections show that *t to stronger aftei 
a "crisis" than H was before. The pres 
emit issue to one between democracy, 01 
the masses, and Bourtxxnism, or classes 
as represented In the French Senate 
The call now 1« for an amended constitu- 
tion.

And men sit in tho gloom of their 
own ruins, sad and disconsolate, weight- 
ed down with the persistency of evil, with 
no heaven of inspiration to Inspire them 
to the Ideals of life. Faith is lost amid 
the debris of humanity, and man "wan- 
dcis In eternal space, rayless and path- 
less." Such a literature paralyzes. Its 
influence disintegrates the foundation of 
character.

"Some would fain doubt that a book has 
such influence- upon life and character. 
Let history give its testimony. It tells 
us that literature has been the power In 
the social reformation or the social deg- 
redation of an age or a people. The Ht- 
oraturo of Greece and Rome made thc 
Renaissance of the fifteenth century a 
possibility, tho cynicism of Voltaire, tho 
skepticism of Rosseau. the burning zeil 
of Diderot lit the awful conflagration of 
the French Revolution. Dickens' repre- 
Fentatlon originated the English poor law 
and "Undo Tom's Cabin" influenced tho 
hearts of Americans to cut the chains of 
slavery from their brother man. 


"The novel, like no form of art, has a 
power over thc mind. It is a tremendous 
factor in the individual and aoclal life of 
a nation. This is because It Is a represen- 
tation of human experiences, and this 
characteristic satisfies 'the dramatic, the 
sentimental and the Imaginative cravings 
In man. These cravings are potent forces 
In the formation of character, and it is 
thc function of the novel to feed these 
cravings with ideal conceptions of truth: 
to present scenes that are elevating, sen- 
timents that arc noble and pictures that 
are pure. As conduct is much the result 
of the imagination. It follows that, .that 
fiction upon which the Imagination feeds 
gives to conduct Its color ancl character. 
The imagination, some one has remarked,

On one or more occasions 
the deadlock was broken by the ap- 
pointment of a sufficient number of 
now Lords to oveic&me 'the adverse ma- 
jority In that body.

It la 
charged wJth the usurpa-tlon of 
the 


functions of government. - The retire- 
ment of ono ministry and the appear- 
ance of another in o.ulck succession does 
not bring on much of a crisis I-n France. 
Even Presidents retire before they ha\o 
served full terms 
But tho Republic 


survive-!. Every time there Is a"change 
ot ministry or a President steps out of 


j office, there is a renewal of tho old Bour- 
bon prediction that the Republic is at 
the point of dissolution. It turvlves all 
these changes, and succeeding popular 
elections show that it 4e stronger after 
a "crisis" than It was before. The pres- 
ent Issue is one between democracy, or 
the masses, and Bourbonism, or classes 
as represented >ln the French Senate. 
The call now Is for an amended constitu- 
tion.
